Old 
files dating frosa the occupation off Austria clearly identify VGLLK8 as a 
prolific and tmreliable Intelligence peddler Whose name was linked at one 
time or another to almoot every Western service In Europe as well as to the 
HES. Our perusal of these recent examples of VOILES’ s wort: mokes it clear 
that the quality of his product has not improved. The sample of hie current 
writings was not broad, but it suggested that he still pretends to topabdlitien 
in a maaber of fields, t&ile specialising in intemati oaal c ommaiig t i nfjcgto&ti on . 

3- Staffers fsacLliar with th© n PKTt.y . production csa interaaticaml 
eosHsmisaa and the Austrian CP concluded that the VOILES materiel Adjito we 
obtained bears an eatrabsdinary resemblance to recent it phtt.t. infoaostion ia 
those two targets. One of our raw VOILES reports was found to be a duplication 
of B3E®26320, concerning a meeting of dissident ccsimunists in Copenhagen. fga « 
fortunately, our eeleeticn of VOILES reports was not large enough for us to 
find any more specific fixipli cations, but there is no doubt that VCHLEB ia 
reporting to U3SILL and that it is old paper-mill VdLLSS who achieved kos* 
notoriety prior to 1955.
